By  the  time  you  have  received  this  copy  of  the  "Rag  Picker"  our  election  for  the  year  1974 
will  be  over  and  the  officers  and  Board  Members  will  have  been  elected. 

Some  time  ago  a member  inquired  as  to  what  the  duties  or  requirements  of  a Board  Mem- 
ber were.  Perhaps  this  year’s  end  copy  of  our  paper  would  be  a good  time  to  state  these 
requirements. 

First:  A Board  Member  should  attend  the  meetings  of  the  P.M.C.M.  Normally  we  have 
two  meetings  a year;  one  in  the  Spring  and  the  other  in  the  Fall.  Our  meetings  coincide  with 
the  conventions  of  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society.  The  Spring  meeting  usually  is  in  April 
or  May  and  the  Fall  meeting  is  in  November. 

Second:  All  business  of  the  P.M.C.M.  is  decided  on  by  the  Board  and  any  decisions  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  membership  through  the  medium  of  the  "Rag  Picker." 

Third:  A Board  Member  is  expected  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  officers  and  other  Board  Mem- 
bers. This  does  not  mean  that  he  is  to  be  a "yes"  man.  What  it  does  mean  is  that  any  disagree- 
ments or  criticisms  he  might  receive  from  the  membership  at  large  should  be  taken  up  or  sent  to 
the  President,  Secretary,  or  Editor  and  the  other  Board  Members  at  once  for  prompt  and  final 
disposition. 

Fourth:  If  the  elected  Board  Member  is  a dealer  in  paper  money  and  or  related  items, 
we  feel  that  he  should  support  the  P.M.C.M.  and  the  "Rag  Picker."  It  would  seem  only  natural 
that  he  or  she  would  be  willing  to  support  the  organization  to  which  he  has  been  elected.  It 
certainly  would  show  that  he  was  interested  in  supporting  his  organization. 

Fifth:  A Board  Member  should  be  willing  to  ask  others  to  become  affiliated  with  the  P.M.C.M. 
If  everyone  kept  this  in  mind  our  membership  would  double. 

Everyone  should  remember  that  working  for  the  P.M.C.M.  is  entirely  voluntary.  No  one  re- 
ceives a salary.  It  is  all  a "labor  of  love"  and  we  can  use  a lot  of  help.  If  we  do  not  always 
please  you,  perhaps  you  would  be  willing  to  help  by  sending  in  your  suggestions  or  criticisims.

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NEWS  FROM  THE  NATION’S  CAPITOL

Hello  Again  From  The  Watergate  District.  Well,  it  looks  like  we  are 
going  to  have  the  New  E/C  Notes  out  and  in  full  circulation,  before  I 
am  able  to  obtain  my  first  pack  of  notes.  I have  not  yet  located 
the  first  CU  notes  in  the  D.C.  area.  I have  received  some  in  trades 
from  the  Southern  end  of  the  Fifth  District.  Should  any  one  want  the 
new  notes  as  they  are  issued,  I will  be  happy  to  oblige  them  if  they 
will  include  a S.A.S.E.  with  their  request.  For  those  new  collectors  ’ 
who  may  be  reading  this  for  the  first  time,  S.A.S.E.  stands  for  self 
addressed  stamped  envelope. 

As  I have  received  some  of  the  I969D  B/C,  F/C,  G/C  notes,  I know 
that  they  must  be  in  circulation,  but  I still  have  not  seen  any  of 
the  L/C  notes.  They  should  be  out  now.  I would  appreciate  any  one 
who  has  any  to  get  in  touch  with  me  as  I would  like  some  early  notes 
in  this  printing.  I also  have  the  C/B  notes  now.  We  should  expect 
the  D/B  and  A/B  very  soon  if  they  aren’t  already  out.  I have  been 
trying  to  obtain  the  latest  production  figures  from  the  people  at 
the  B.E.P. , but  I have  not  had  much  success.  I do  have  the  current 
Cope  release  information,  I will  include  this  and  some  other  informa- 
tion at  the  end  of  this  article. 

I have  been  trying  to  figure  out  why  the  prices  of  notes  go  the  way 
they  do.  In  order  to  give  you  some  idea  of  what  I am  talking  about, 

I have  just  received  the  corrected  "Official  Listings"  for  the  $1.00 
FRN's  and  there  are  some  surprising  figures  in  there.  To  go  one  step 
further,  the  I969C  D/*  and  E/*  printings  were  only  480,000  each,  yet 
the  prices  for  these  notes  are  $3.50  and  $2.00  respectively.  How  come 
the  G/*  wil-h  a printing  of  1,?48,000  is  being  offered  for  sale  at 
$5.00  per  note? 

I have  just  reviewed  my  records  and  also  those  of  the  Standard  Hand- 
book of  Modern  Paper  Money  of  1971-1972  and  if  my  figures  and  theirs 
are  correct,  these  are  the  lowest  production  figures  for  any  $1.00 
Federa1  Reserve  Note  to  date.  The  I969A  l/*  and  I969C  H/*and  i/*  arr 
the  second  lowest  figures  with  a total  of  640,000  notes  for  each.  It 
could  be  that  in  years  to  come  these  five  notes  will  be  the  key  notes 
of  the  series  mentioned.  If  I thought  that  they  were  hard  to  locate 
while  they  were  supposedly  in  circulation  this  year,  who  knows  where 
they  will  be  found  for  the  new  collectors  of  the  years  to  come.  I. 
did  manage  to  find  a few,  but  not  nearly  as  many  as  I would  like  to 
have. 

Who  are  the  new  Cope  collectors  out  there?  Are  you  locating  any  of 
those  scarce  items?  I collect  Cope  notes  and  also  those  in  the  middle 
of  the  conventional  type  and  I am  beginning  to  wonder  if  those  really 
scarce  notes  exist,  I have  written  and  inquired  of  many  of  my  collect- 
ing friends  and  have  not  located  one  collector  who  actually  has  any 
of  the  notes  higher  than  99840001  of  any  series.  Where  are  they? 

The  B.E.P.  says  that  they  were  printed.  They  also  say  that  Sheet 
#1 57  is  the  cut  off  for  Cope  notes.  Sheet  #1 57  is  equal  to  the  serial 
number  99840000.  They  also  say  that  Star  Notes  are  printed  using 
Sheet  #158  and  up. 

For  a closing  thought,  if  we  all  had  the  money  we  needed,  who  would 
bother  with  note  collecting? 

I would  like  to  hear  from  some  collectors  in  other  districts  than 
number  five,  could  use  some  help  with  current  issues,  Can  offer  the 
new  E/C  block.  Any  help  appreciated.

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COLOR  STRIKE  THROUGH  ON  PHILIPPINE  CURRENCY

Let  me  preface  my  remarks  by  stating  that  I am  a newcomer  to  the 
field  of  Philippine  Currency.  Excluding  a few  Japanese  invasion 
issues,  my  entire  collection  consists  of  six  assorted  bills  produced 
by  the'  United  States  Bureau  of  Printing  and  Engraving.  With  this 
in  mind,  I would  like  to  apologize  to  any  student,  who  has  done 
extensive  research  into  the  subject  and  to  say  that  I have  not  had 
the  opportunity  of  seeing  any  past  articles  in  this  field.  It  is, 
consequently,  quite  possible  that  others  have  written  more  complete 
papers  on  this  subject  and  if  so  I would  appreciate  hearing  from 
anyone  who  can  give  additional  information. 

While  using'~Neil  Shafer* s excellent  catalog  on  Philippine  paper 
money  to  examine  my  own  modest  collection,  I noted  that  most  of  the 
various  note  issues  have  a face  tint,  which  is  generally  the  same 
color  as  the  back  of  the  note.  This  face  tint  usually  is  in  the 
form  of  rays  which  radiate  outward  from  the  center  of  the  note 
creating,  incidentally,  a very  pleasing  appearance. 

Several  of  the  note  issues,  particularly  the  later  issues  of  the 
Philippine  National  Bank, do  not  have  this  face  overprint.  Most  of 
these  notes  were  issued  from  1918  into  1921.  One  note  that  I have, 
appears  to  have  a definite  face  tint.  A close  examination  of  this 
bill  indicates  the  tinted  appearance  is  caused  by  a bleeding  of  the 
back  ink  color  staining  through  to  the  face  of  the  note.  In  my 
opinion  this  stain  does  not  detract  from  the  appearance  of  the  note, 
but  it  does  raise  the  question  of  how  and  why  the  Bureau  of  Printing 
and  Engraving  would  allow  such  a note  to  enter  circulation. 

From  Bureau  records  I believe  I have  discovered  the  answer. 

Crane  & Company  of  Dalton,  Massachusetts  has  had  the  contract  to 
supply  the  Bureau  with  bank  note  paper  from  1879  to  the  present 
time.  Originally  all  paper  was  made  of  100%  linen  stock.  During 
the  first  World  War  the  supply  of  linen  was  curtailed  causing  a re- 
duction in  the  linen  content  of  the  paper.  By  the  e:.d  of  193.7 , it 
became  necessary  to  eliminate  linen  entirely  from  cur  bank  note 
paper.  From  this  time  until  March  of  1921,  all  currency  paper  was 
made  entirely  of  cotton.  Bureau  records  further  indicate  that  all 
paper  has  a tendency  to  absorb  the  heavy  oil  base  inks  which  w^ro  used 
in  bank  note  printing  at  that  time.  Our  familiar  green  (used  on 
reverses  of  most  U.S.  notes)  seems  to  have  less  of  a tendency  to  do 
this  than  many  other  colors.  Pure  linen  paper  also  seems  to  restrict 
the  color  strike  through. 

Thus,  it  seems  probable  that  the  Philippine  notes  issued  from  1918 
into  1921  would  tend  to  show  a bleed  through  of  the  back  color  onto 
the  face  of  the  note.  Again,  let  me  stress  that  this  is  merely  a 
personal  opinion  and  I would  certainly  welcome  comments  from  more 
advanced  collectors  of  Philippine  currency.

Hendricks.  He  was  born  in  Zanesville,  Ohio,  September 
7,  1819.  They  moved  to  Shelby  County,  Indiana  when  he 
was  a sma.ll  boy. 

He  had  the  ability  as  a successful  debater.  In  1843  he 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  as  a lawyer  in  Shelby  County,  Indiana. 
He  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1851  and  was  a United  States 
Senator  during  the  Civil  War. 

Mr.  Hendricks  was  elected  Governor  of  Indiana  in  1872. 

In  1884,  he  was  chosen  as  Grover  Cleveland's  running  mate. 

He  was  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  from  March  4, 

I885  until  November  25,  I885,  when  he  died  at  Indiana- 
polis, Indiana. 

The  Silver  Certificates  with  his  portrait  appears  on  notes 
from  1886  until  1914.  This  note  was  issued  under  nine 
different  signature  conbinations . You  need  three  notes 
for  a type  set.
